REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


To the citizens of the Dublin School District: 


The one hundredth annual report of our schools is herewith 
submitted. | 


With the exception of No. 1 school building, no extensive 
repairs were necessary the past year. Here, as stated at our 
last school meeting, it was found necessary to lower the sewer 
pipe which runs from the building to the cesspool east of the 
building as there was not enough drop in the pipe to effect 
proper drainage. To ensure us against further trouble, a sep- 
tic tank was installed at the same time. This work was done 
according to specifications of the State Board of Health. 


After the sewer pipe was lowered, the lawn on that side of 
the building was graded and the grounds at the rear were made 
to slope away from the building. The latter was imperative as 
the wash from the building was running into the basement. 


Since the furnace at No. 1 was found to be In very poor con- 
dition, it was considered best to clean it and to re-wrap all the 
pipes thoroughly with asbestos in order to conserve the heat 
as much as possible. 


Owing to the irregularity of the music and drawing teachers’ 
visits, we concluded to dispense with their services during the 
winter months or until the traveling became better. 


We consider we were very fortunate in securing Dr. Paul 
Gustafson’s services for our annual medical inspection. In our 
opinion, it was done in a very thorough and conscientious 
manner. As you know, notifications were sent to the parents 
of all children found defective in any way. It was our inten- 
tion to follow up this matter immediately, but later we decided 
it was advisable to postpone doing so until spring, as that was 
considered a more favorable time for operations. Of course, 
it is not compulsory for parents to remedy these defects, but, 
without doubt, it is a great injustice to the children themselves 
as well as to the other children in the schools not to do so. We 
suggest that anyone interested in following up the matter, 
whether they feel they can afford it or not, confer with the 
board; as it has been found best in other places to take the 
children in groups, thereby reducing the expense for each child 
to an appreciable extent. 
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In connection with this, we wish to call your attention to the 
article in the warrant relative to the employment of a school 
nurse. It may require a little explanation. At a meeting of 
the school boards of the districts under Mr. Prior’s supervision 
which was held at Peterboro last June, the matter of employ- 
ment of a nurse for those districts was discussed and it was 
voted to put an article in the school warrants relating to the 
matter. This nurse would be available to each district prima- 
rily to assist in medical inspections, to follow up each case re- 
ported and, In case of contagious diseases, to make frequest 
examinations for preventing the spread of the disease.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD OF DUBLIN: 


Herewith is submitted my third annual report on the condition 
of your schools. 


‘TEACHERS 


In the village school we have the same teachers as last year. 
In numbers two and three the teachers were new to their posi- 
tion last September. The spirit and interest shown by all of 
them is very commendable, and while, as is to be expected, 
results vary, on the whole they have been very satisfactory. 


THE WorK IN GENERAL 


There are certain fundamental things in the work of any 
school, and unless these things are done efficiently the value 
of the school to pupils and community, is, in a large measure, 
lessened. The fundamental operations in Arithmetic should 
become automatic. Children should be trained to add, sub- 
tract, multiply, and divide with accuracy and rapidity; they 
should be able to operate with fractions and decimals; they 
should be perfectly familiar with the principles of percentage, 
and know a quick and accurate method of solving interest, 
together with some of the common rules of measurements. They 
should also be able to apply the operations to the solution of 
ordinary problems. 


In Language, before leaving the elementary grades, a child 
should have acquired the ability to express himself, both orally 
and in writing, in a clear, natural manner and correct so far as 
the common usages of grammar go. 

He should be able to spell correctly all the familiar words in 
common use, and do this without hesitation or uncertainty. 
He should acquire an easy, legible style of handwriting. All, 
I think, will agree that the schools should do these things, there- 
fore, emphasis is being put on these subjects in your schools. 

Oral drills in Arithmetic are a daily exercise in order that the © 
combinations and tables may become a part of the mental make- 
up of the child, and many of the pupils are becoming proficient 
in this. I venture to say that in many instances they could win 
out in competition with their parents. 
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in language we are striving for the ability to write a good 
friendly or business letter, and two or three paragraphs in which 
the child expresses his own thoughts. 

Io spelling we have a list of 1000 words which are in common 
every day use. The spelling and use of these words must be 
learned perfectly by every child who completes the grades in so 
far as this is attainable. To this list may be added other words 
with which every one frequently comes in contact. 


Of course, there are other necessary phases of school work 
that are receiving due attention, and which are essential to the 
proper development of the child. We ask the cooperation of 
all parents in reaching the standards here indicated. That the 
work is and has been adequate is attested by the fact that pupils 
entering High School from Dublin are well prepared for their 
advance work. 


HEALTH WorkK 


The annual medical examination of the children was held 
during the fall and notices of defects found sent to the parents. 
The examination was a very thorough one, and each child re- 
ceived particular attention. Besides the regular notices letters 
were sent to all parents whose children were found to be de- 
fective, urging that immediate atteation be given to the trouble, 
and a plan formulated of giving financial aid where necessary. 
The plan has not been carried out owing to various reasons, and 
I am unable to say whether any notice was taken of the letters 
or not. 


This is where our health work in school breaks down. The 
children are examined, defects are discovered and parents noti- 
fied of them, but, in the great majority of cases, no remedial 
action is taken. The most important step of all, and, in fact the 
really vital one, is omitted. It is of no particular value to dis- 
cover a defect unless it leads to some definite action looking 
toward remedying it, and parents should consider seriously 
what such defects mean to their children as regards their mental 
and physical development. To expect a child who has adenoids, 
enlarged tonsils, whose teeth are in bad condition, or who ts 
improperly nourished, to develop normally is out of the question. 
And yet we have many such in our schools, and the teacher and 
school officials are expected to overcome all these handicaps and 
turn out a normal product. It cannot be done, and unless the 
child is put in proper physical condition, in so far as this is pos- 
sible, he is being deprived of his normal rights. And if parents, 
either through ignorance or indifference, fail to attend to this, it 
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devolves upon the school to do it as best it can. And it Is a per- 
fectly legitimate expenditure of, school funds to provide the 
means whereby the physical needs of pupils are attended to. 
It seems to me that it is time for the district to consider serkously 
the question of employing a school nurse, who shall work under 
the supervision of the school board, and give her entire time to 
the needs of the school children. Of course one naturally thinks 
of the expense, and whether a town no larger than Dublin would 
be justified in incurring it. However this plan has been proposed, 
and it is working successfully in some places; the supervisory 
union to employ a nurse, éach district paying a proportionate 
part of the expense, and receiving a corresponding amount of 
her time. She would be a competent woman, trained to her work, 
and her job would be to have charge of the physical welfare of 
the school children. She could conduct the annual examinations 
except In cases of major importance, follow up the cases of de- 
fects found, advise with parents as to necessary steps to take 
to remedy them, attend to undernourished and undeveloped 
children, and, in a multitude of other ways, make her work 
effective. 

The trend of the times is to have the schools assume more 
and more of the responsibility of looking after the physical wel- 
fare of the children. Perhaps the school ought not to be com- 
pelled to do this, but the fact remains that there are many 
children who are being deprived of their normal development 
because of physical defects, and whose parents neglect to have 
them attended to, and under these circumstances it is the duty 
of the school to see that the conditions are remedied. It is to 
be hoped that the district will give careful attention to the ar- 
ticle in the warrant looking to the employment of a school nurse. 


ATTENDANCE 


From the statistical table appended you will see the record 
for attendance and punctuality for last year. The per cent. 
of attendance was 92.1, this being 3.6 per cent. better than the 
record for the preceding year. The number of tardiness was 
275 as compared with 265 for the year before. While the total 
in this respect is not encouraging, an examination of the table 
will show that, with one exception, the record for the schools 
individually was better than for the previous year. The school 
im number three brought the total up this year. 

The report for the first 18 weeks of the current year is as fol- 
lows: Enrollment, 76; average membership, 64.4; average at- 
tendance,:58.4; per cent. of attendance, 90.7; tardiness, 193. 
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GENERAL OBSERVATIONS 


All special days have been observed in the different schools, 
some with formal, public exercises, others in a more informal 
way. These days offer excellent opportunities to teach needful 
lessons in patriotism and citizenship. 

All the schools are contributing to a fund the purpose of which 
is to secure a painting of Lincoln to be hung in the State House 
at Concord. This is to be financed largely by contributions from 
school children. 

On account of the difficulty of travel it was thought best to 
discontinue the music and drawing for the winter months. It 
was very difficult for the teachers to get to all of the schools on 
the same day, especially those outside the village. 

In the education of the child there are always three factors 
present, namely, the parents, the child, and the teacher. Each 
one of these factors has definite and distinct responsibilities, and 
they all need to be co-ordinated if satisfactory results are to be 
obtained. The parents cannot shirk their responsibility, and 
expect the teacher to assume it in addition to her own, nor can 
the teacher expect the parents to take over a part of her duty, 
and then expect the desired results to appear in the child. The 
two factors must perform their proper function. The child, 
too, must have the proper spirit and attitude if he ts to 
benefit from school instruction. These three factors, working 
in harmonious cooperation cannot help but make the work in 
the schools effective. To all who, by their interest and cooper- 
ation, are helping to bring this about, permit me to express my 
appreciation.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
District on Tuesday March 14th 1922 at two o’clock in the 
afternoon to act upon the following subjects: 


First. To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 
Second. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 
Third. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Fourth. To choose a member of the School Board for the 
ensuing three years and other necessary officers and committees 
arising within the district. 


Fifth. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees 
and officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Sixth. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as will 
be needed to pay all necessary expenses of the district for the 
ensuing year. 


Seventh. To see what action the district will take regarding 
the employment of a nurse in conjunction with the several school 
districts under the supervision of Mr. L. E. Prior, raise and 
appropriate money for the same or pass any vote relating thereto. 


Eighth. To see what sum of money the district will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purpose of making a payment 


on the School House debt.
